Perhaps the demand for domestic servants 


is as generally unsatisfied in the North- 


west as in any other section. I have yet wo 


visit the happy, happy land where the | 
_gervant-girl problem does not exist as the 
| principal source of domestic gloom, but 
_ here it is certainly to be found at its worst. 


It is utterly impossible to keep a girl, says 
a Montana correspondentof the New York 


| Tribune. The female half of the popula 
| tion, while large and growing, is stiil in a 


considerable measure the smaller half, and | 


| young women of every degree are cuoted 
' at far more than they would fetch east of 


the Alleghanies. This remark may not be 
gallant, and yetit ought to be valuable 
to such young women in the East as 
feel themselves unappreciated. The cases 
are counted in hundreds where a girl 
has entered a family as a cook or chamber- 
maid and thereafter remained as daughter- 
in-law. It is highly upprofitable to fetch 
girls from Eastern cities, if they are 
worth their salt they go off and get married 
often before they have earned the price of 
their railway fare. Servants’ wages are 
100 per cent. higher in Montana than in 
New York. The cooks on the railway din- 
ing-cars receive {60 a month. In private 
families #30 is the lowest wages offered, 
aud some are paid as much as $100. 

The girl experiment is so generally un- 
satisfactory that many families employ 
negro men and Chinamen. The way to get 
a Chinaman is to tell another Chinaman 
you want one. He will spare you all the 
trouble and expense of dealing with an em- 
ployment agency. An officer at Fort Cus- 
ter who hadimported girl after girl only 
to have them come to him within a month 
or twoand simper out that they were go- 
ing to get married, Was at last advised by 
a friend to procure a mengolian. “I have 
one,” said the friend, “and ne isa perfect 
jewel. If you like, I'll tell him to find one 
for you.” The officer giadly consented, 
and in the course of a day or two, when his 
wife went to the kitchen to prepare dinner 
shefounda Chinaman, cue-ed and white- 
vestei, already at work among .he pots and 
pans.

LOSING HER POPULATION. 


The State of Vermont Desires te 
be Recolonized. 

The last Vermont Legislature ap- 
pointed a Commissioner to set forth 
by circulars and advertisements the 
agricultural advantages of that State. 
The Commissioner complains that 
maoy of the old farmers have left 
their farms and many of their sons 
bave left the gtate and gone elsewhere. 
He states that the object of the Com- 
mmission was to ascertain what means 
could be devised ‘to check the gradual 
decrease of cultivated farms in the 
township and the outflow of young 
men and women, and thus repopulate 
the lands thus left without tenants.”
